SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The CD-ROM entitled Asian Invasion contains scenes which degrade and dehumanise 
the female participants. The CD-ROM contains video sequences in which a man 
makes sexual “jokes” during sexual activity with the women participants which degrade 
and dehumanise the females. The male treats the women as sexual utilities upon 
which sexual activity is performed, which dehumanises the women. These sequences 
occur throughout the publication which has a tone, because of the frequency and 
intensity of the “jokes”, of an attempt by the male participant to create a conspiratorial 
atmosphere between himself and the viewer to degrade the women. It is considered 
that because of the intensity of the dehumanising and degrading focus on the female 
participants, that the availability of Asian Invasion would be injurious to the public 
good.
